FIRES. 


The Opera-House at Duluth, Minn., De- 
stroyed—Forty Buildings Burned. 


DULUTH, Minn., January 28.—Fire was dis- 
covered in the Grand Opera-house shortly be- 
fore 2 o’clock this morning. started in the 
basement and was soon beyond control, al- 
though the whole fire department was early 
on the spot. At 3:30 a. m. the building was a 
total loss. A row of frame buildings next the 


Opera-bouse were in great danger, but all 
were saved except the Post-oflice, which was 
consumed. All the mails were safely re- 
moved. The Hotel St. Louis, just across the 
street, was threatened, and the guests moved 
out, but the flames did not attack this 
building. There were five stores and numerous 
upper floor tenants in the Opera-house build- 
ing. State Senator Whiteman was removed in 
a dazed condition. Many of the tenants lost 
their effects. The tenants on the ground floor 
of the Opera-house building were: Boyce & 
Tolman, draggists; J. T. Condon, general 
Seen ge goods; „ offices Wisconsin 
Central Railway; W. C. Sargent, coal and 
wood office; Osborne & Frazer, dealers in 
safes; West Duluth Land Co.’s office; M. M. 
Gasser, family groceries, and Sieg Levy, 
wholesale liquor dealer. Up-stairs on the 
first floor were the offices of various lumber 
firms and lawyers, and on the second floor the 
Chamber of Commerce, music-rooms, etc. 

The Opera-house was owned by Munsell and 
Markell and cost $112,000; insured for $76,000. 
The principal losses outside of the Opera- 
house itself will be as follows: Boyce & Tol- 
man, druggists, loss about $6,000; J. T. Con- 
don, hats, $5,000; M. M. Gasser, grocery. $10,- 
000; Sieg Levy, wholesale liquors, $12,000; ten 
other firms whose losses cannot be estimated 
now. In addition tothe above are the losses 
sustained by the hosts of office-tenants. The 
total loss will reach $200,000 or more. The 
front wall of the opera-house fell into the 
street, but no one was hurt.

REAL ESTATE. 


The Week Opens Well—Large Transactions 
in Suburban and Other Property. 


The real estate market opened auspiciously 
this morning, much in keeping with the re- 
markably good record that has been made 
since the new year set in, and altogether in 
keeping with the bright, bracing atmosphere 
that sent everybody rushing with ruby cheeks 
along the streets during the early hours of the 
day. 

Several large transactions in unimproved 
residence property that have been pending 
for some time past were practically closcd to 
both resident and non-resident purchasers, 
the magnitude of which sales are rarely sur- 
passed. But while all the details of these 
deals bave been agreed upon the papers per- 
taining to them have not yet been exe- 
cuted and passed between the principals, 
and until those foundations have been gone 
through with it is not intended that the facts 
concern them shall be 
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The following communication was received 
tbis morning in regard to the opening of 
Lucky street, which is one block from Easton 
avenue, running east ard West from Prairie 
avenue to King’s higbway on themaps, which 
is not yet cpen. 

Lucky street should, without deiay, be 


made an important street. Itis the first 
north of tha — thoroughfare, Easton 
avenue. More than a year ago, the Board of 
Public Improvements received a petition ask- 
ing for the opening ofthe street from Taylor 
avonue to Marcus avenue. An ordinance was 
ordered draited, and recently the board or- 
dered it pigeon-holed until they shall be 
called to act upon the entire street from 
Prairie avenue to King’s highway. Taking 
the hint, a petition has been prepared to be 
presented along the street for signatures. It 
contains the following unusual appendix: 
It would, in our opinion, be eminently 
proper forthe board to undertake, of its own 
motion, the opening of this and other streets, 
instead of waiting upon the sluggish, unin- 
formed and divergent action of the masses. 
Such action would tend ho dissipate the belief 
entertained by some thal, while hundreds can- 
not get a street pgs the establishment of 
Vandeventer, ora, Hammett, and similiar 
**places’’ can be procured at a word by a man 
or men of wealth and influence, to the ruin of 
contiguous streets and damage of less prom- 
inent people’s property, and this 
altogether in violation of that pro- 
vision of the city charter which says: 
In all divisions of property berafter made 
by the respective owners, they shall conform 
their streets to the general plan. * * * In 
order to secure a uniform plan in the laying 
ut of streets and alleys, the map or plan 
hereof shall be submitted to the Board of 
Pubhe Improvements, who shall indorse 
thereon that the same is in accordance with 
the said general plan of the city ifthe fact ve 
so. * * „ It sball be the duty of the Re- 
corder of Deeds to enforce this clause. 
Street Commissioner Barnett said: With- 
out doubt the street should be opened if it was 
only to relieve Easton avenue of part ofthe 
n that now goes over it. But the 
Bo of Public Improvements does not 
want to do anything until the residents 
along there tase a hand in the 
matter. The street is all mixed up along 
there. There is a large offset at Praire avenue, 
and from there itis fifty feet wide on the 
maps of the city. That would be all right was 


the street line and would have to be 
moved back or cut off to make 
the street. A little further on the street is 
sixty feet wide, and then again in the next two 
blocks it is only thirty feet in width. This is 
all because tbe property holders have put up 
their houses and fences regardless of the 
street line. At Goode avenue the street stops 
altogether because the Elleard Floral Co. has 
a garden there Fight across where the street 
should be. The city does not want to buy this 
matey ves f and does not want to get into any 
aw suits about it.

——— OE a 
BOULANGER’S VICTORY. 

The decisive importance which Euro- 
pean public opinion attaches to the large 
majority rolled up for BOULANGERin Paris 
seems to rest upon the assumption that 
France will sooner or later obey the man- 
date of the city. ut to the average 
American eye there is nothing visible in 
this election but the fact that Paris sides 
with BOULANGER in the political and per- 
sonal controversy between him and the 
present ministry, whose majority in the 
Chamber is still ample. 

That Paris is more radically Republican 
than the ministry is, was conceded by the 
ministry when it presented a radical Re- 
publican as its candidate against Bov- 
LANGER. The latter’s majority is a re- 
buke which may or may not lead to 3 
change of ministers, but France has 
not yet sanctioned BOULANGER’s de- 
mand for a radical revision of the 
Constitution and for the abolition of the 
Senate. The fact that BouraNnGcer is a 
soldier and in favor of keeping France 
ready for war exposes him to the charge 
that the success of his party will precipi- 
tate war, and the fact that the anti-Re- 
publican elements are aiding him on their 
own account exposes him to the charge 
that he is seeking the destruction of the 
Republic. Both of these charges he de- 
nies, and proclaims himself the leader of 
a movement to make France a more 
democratic Republic than she ever can 
be with her present Senate in the way. 

The mere resignation of the ministry 
will be a very commonplace event in 
France, where ministries have been in the 
habit of changing with the seasons. There 
are no visible signs of an attempted coup 
a’etat or of a bloody revolution as a con- 
sequence of this election, and it is too 
soom to assume that it assures the com- 
plete ascendency of BOULANGER, or that 
such ascendency would assure the over- 
throw of the Republic. 
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Wrr a war vessel like the Vesuvius, 
that can outrun any other war vessel 
afloat, and that can send from her 15- 
inch pneumatic guns and drop with aoc- 
curacy two miles away shells charged 
with 600 pounds of dynamite and ex- 
plosive gelatine, our coast defense prob- 
lem seems to be very happily solved. One 
of those shells dropped near the strong- 
est-armored vessel in the world will pul- 
verize or sink it, and two or three such 
vessels as the Vesuvius could pro any 
of our ports against the stro navy 
now im existence. Half of the money that 
has been expended e aati useless 
coast defenses of the obsolete kind would 
give us a coast guard of Vesuviuses which 
no existing navy could pass. Those cigar- 
sha with their steering appa- 
er the strongest armor for ves- 
ere a mockery as the old stone 
bare against modern projectiles. The 

carrying such guns as the Vesuvius 
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proposed expedition under Capt. Wiss- 
Max, for the same ostensible purpose, is 
under control of the German Government. 
‘There can be little doubt that the estab- 
lishment ef commercial interests which 
will require governmental protection is 
the object in both cases. They are colo- 
nial enterprises in disguise. 3 
Tun Republican papers which are not 
particularly desirous of foisting BLAINE 
on the Harrison administration are be- 
ginning to ask how our national honor 
or our national interests require us to. 
present Germany with an ultimatum de- 
manding the restoration of Makro, or 
the recognition of MaTaara rather than 
TAMASESE as King of Samoa. It is proba- 
ble that the installation of BLAINE as 
Séoretary of State will put an end to the 
roaring we have recently heard on this 
subject, and that the roarers will suddenly 
develop a taste for singing small on 
Samoan affairs.. 


Tun promptness with which the pro- 
posal of Erastus Wia to give the Do- 
minion Parliament a free excursion 
through the United States is condemned 
by the Government’s newspaper organ at 
Ottawa shows where most of the bitter 
opposition to Canadian annexation arises. 
The men in control of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment are afraid of the least sugges- 
tion of annexation and doubtless antici- 
pate that a too intimate acquaintance 
with this big, prosperous country would 
change the views of many Members of 
Parliament and representative Canadi- 
ans. It would certainly enlarge their 
ideas wonderfully and would give them a 
hint of what Canada may become under 
republican institutions.

A MILLIONAIRE Vice-President nomi- 
nated. avowedly on boodle considerations 
is enough of that sort of thing for an ad- 
ministration to carry.

Some of the Desperate Characters of a Foy 
Years Ago—The Lender of the Old Dunkin 
Island Gang Presented to the Blue Coat 
at Boll-Call—How the Officers Are Made

Barnett was shot by one of the Schumachers, 
Officer Louis Boeddischer was terribly beaten 
by the crowd, and Officer Printz was shot 
and killed by Charley Sanders, one of the 
members of the gang. Numerous other 
policemen were roughly handied down there, 
and the entire Police Department unite in de- 
claring the Dunkin IslAnders the banner 
crowd of ali the tough gangs which have ever 
made a policeman’s lot an unhappy one. The 
crowd derived their name from the fact that 


they were accustomed to hide their plunder in 
Dunkin Island,which was in the middle of the 
river and which they reached by skiffs. The 
crowd was composed of George, Nic and 
Louis Schumacher, Jakey Vogt, Bob Scheibie, 
John Rock, Adam Ott, Adam Geigerich, Char- 
ley Ford and numerous other tough citizens of 
that day. All were 
DESPERATE CHARACTERS, 
but Geo Schumacher, their leader, was a 
dare-devil, who would not hesitate to do any- 
thing.

Sir John Kirk thinks tne 
letters from Stanley will reach England about 
the middie of March, from present indica- 
tions. In all taat I have been able to her 
here, huwever, there is an absence of any- 
thing that will be called positive informations. 
Kirke opinion is more weighty, perhaps, 
than that of most any other man, and while 
he believes Stanley safe and en route to the 
coast, he scknowledged that he did not know f 
anything definite, and thought Stanley was ; 
quite as lixely to come out by wey of Mombaza i 
and Zanzibar as by the Congo. Sir John will, 
by the way, be a fellow passenger, at least 
part of the way from Aden to Zanzibar. He 
goes to Zanzibar on some mission. 

The British East African Co., I can 
easily see, is not disposed to encourage rov- 
ing American newspaper correspondents to 
invade its territory down there. Its officers 
here impressed me as being pretty suspicious 
when I approached them for information. I 
have bad no end of trouble about gettiag 
cartridges shipped. Passengers are not ai- 
lowed to carry them. I . managed, this 
evening, to cet them beoked for Aden, where 
they will reach me in time to be taken on the 
same vessel to Zanzibar. There is a strict 
order, however, in force at present during 
the Anglo-German blockade of the coast, 
against the taking of cartridges to Zanzibar, 
and Aden is the furthest point they will book 
them to from London.
